FRENCH TRIDUTE TO LINCOLN AND GRANT.
The Marqule de Chambrim, s detoendant of
Geooral Latayeite, one ol the invited euenin on
the ereat excursion trip o1 the Union Pacitic
Ratlroad Company, dehivored the following elo-
uent tribute to the late Presigent Lincoln and
General Grant, at Chicago, on Monday:—

He had viewed with inuch pleasure the tre-
mendoun development of this country, but he
wounld ¥ay 1o his -hearers that natural resouroes
were not all that were essential to the sucooss
of unation, The freedem of the ple s to
be depended on for our advancement snd perma-
nence as n people, Free speech, tree pehools,
free churches, free administration are the doo-
trines on which are estublished forever the
Hiates west of the Missouri river, as she States
east of that have been ahke founded on those
princples. But besond the institutions them-
selyes les the man, The man ls what gives
the power of the narion.

When I read the discossions of Mr. Lincoln
with Judge Douglus, and | saw his comments
upon the Decluration of lndrpnld"ﬂ‘!“rvl pemem-
bered this other grest man, this old Virginian,
the suthor of the Declaration of Independence.
What Jeflerson wrote, Lincoln commented
upon. These prineipies of "1““""{: of the
liberty of mankind, were enunciated by Jeffer-
son, but this great philosopher was commented
upon and put inpractice by four great states-
man, Abrahm Lincoln, 1t wus, indeed, one of
the greatest forfunes of my life to approach
this Western statesman, to see him on tho
very day of your decisive success. I saw him
in the trenches of Kichmond., [ saw him ex-
pressing by hi» worde those two noblest feel-
ings OF minkind, which he expressed in
the words of amnesty and justice, Amnesty
and justice  were  the Inst teelings he
had wh ho dicd. As a forelgner, let
me fell you the Jame ot this dead
Mpoisian cunnot be confined to Amerieca.  All
the world must celebrate the memory of this
wre statesmun, who raised bhimecll tgroughﬁ
ife of freedom, nnd putin practice these 1m-
portant principles for the sutety of men; not ouly
you, but &l the civilized world must be proud
orever of his nnme aud his aets, [ know well
thie game State of Illinols bas another man,
who, as I have heard, went one duy in 1861, pre-
sented himeell at the oflice of Governor Yutos,
and sald thut he was an old eaptain of your
army, tried in the Mexican war, and was en-
paged to battle for his country to repay it for
the cducation which le received of it. This
mman was modest, He did not speak of himsels,
He did not point bsck 10 hix old successes in
the Mexicun war, and Governor Yutes,
almost guessing » what was this  man, ap
pointed him Colonel of the 21st Regiment of
this Stute. You know the history of this man, be-
caunge America and all the world kvows it, He
went from your State to Fort Henry. From Fort
Henry he went o Donelson; from Donelson to
Vicksburg; from Vicksburg to Charleston; from
Charleston to Richmond, and this man, superior
to hiz own successee (hemselves, modest in his
trinmphs, you must not be coutent to claim,
Not ouly in the United States have you learned,
but throughout the world we bhave learned to
belicve that even a successful General can be
an instrument in the arm of a free people, that
he way not be an oppressor over them, It is
lor this that the development of your country is
seonred. You have wealth enough forthe people
ol the world, and If yon wanl more energy to
develop it, it will cowe at your call, You witl
go on much foriher than you have gone now;
you will build up au_empire which will have s
its rival the Russian Empire.

As n Frepchmuan, I am glad of that; you
krow the connection which has existed between
our two countries, In the days of your
frst trials France came with you, and fought
with you, and France, some years later, aban-
doned to you the territory ol Loulsiana,

You are mow freed from slavery, 1Tt is a
time which counects us more intirmutely than

on

ever, Iu my own country we are proud of
this feeling—that all men are created iree by
God, and must remsin lree. The very day

on which you applied this sublime maxim, that
very day our two nations were conpected more
intimately. We are not Jealous o your great-
ne=g, We will applaud you, for it 18 a most
legitiniate conquest which wias ever made b
uny prople, the conquest without any blood-
shed, a congnest of this wilderness, which will
rive to o larger number of humaun beings the
benetits of the Crontor.
